Holiday Veccinations 


At least 12 weeks before travel, complete a holiday vaccination form, available 
from the receptionist. The doctor will prescribe the necessary vaccinations 
which will be given to you by the nurse. Allow at least 8 weeks for your 
vaccination regime. 


To travel anywhere, your tetanus and polio should be in date. For many 
destinations, other vaccines are recommended.

Appointments of 20 minutes duration are made with the nurse who will discuss 
your asthma with you, test the amount of air you can exhale and check your 
inhaler technique.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL_ RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 


I write today as your re-elected County Councillor for the Girton Division 
to thank you for your support and your good wishes for the coming four years. 
Undoubtedly, there will be problems ahead that will need careful consideration 
i.e. solving the problems of Cambridge City traffic, meeting the needs of our 
growing County in development, road infra~structure etc. I will do my best to 
keep you informed on how the Council is tackling these and other issues in the 
coming four years. 


The new County Council has already abandoned the park and ride scheme and 
instructed Officers to bring forward, within two months, alternatives for 
consideration. The Council is also to institute the streamlining of committee 
structures proposed by the recent review. 


I have been re-appointed as Deputy Leader of the Conservative Group and my 
membership of committees was decided at the Council Meeting on May 16th to be 
Education and Policy. 


May I once again thank everyone for their good wishes and remind you that 
if you have any problems concerning services that are the responsibility of 
the County Council you may contact me at the following address.
